success in New Zealand it ought to 
be a good scheme for our west- 
ern Territories to enter into. Any- 
how, if ferrets were liberally used 
for a few years the counties would 
not become bankrupt in paying 
bounty on rabbit scalps to the In- 
dians. There is no doubt but that 
ferrets will do the business of ex- 
termination successfully if they are 
only looked after a little. Stag 
hounds are being shipped to Mon- 
tana for the purpose of extermi- 
nating wolves that prey upon the 
cattle herds, and why not see fer- 
rets taken into the west to kill off 
the rabbits that destroy so much 
of the range feed that should be 
left for the cattle? At all events 
a small outlay of money would 
demonstrate what ferrets, weasels, 
stroats, etc., would do in the way 
of driving out the rabbits. 

Speaking of the rabbit question 
reminds us how unusual a thing it 
is for our country or people to 
profit by the example or exper- 
ience of others. For instance, Mr. 
Cross, of Liverpool, who has the 
contract for furnishing the ferrets 
for the New Zealand geutleman for 
the purpose of ridding his “run” of 
the ravages of rabbits—either the 
rabbits or sheep have to go—bas 
also a contract to furnish a gentle- 
man in British Columbia witb 2,000 
j abbite; fifteen hundred of them to 
be does and the balance bucks, The 
ouly good that can be seen in this 
move is the profit which it will 
bring to Mr. Cross, who furnishes 
the animals. He can first supply 
the rabbits and then sell the same 
country ferrets with which to kill 
them off. 

The rabbits of Australia, where 
there is now such a superabun- 
dance of them, were first imported 
from England, just as they are now 
being taken into British Columbia, 
for sporting purposes. They have 
proven even a worse nuisance than 
the little English sparrows which 
infest our Eastern States, first 
brought to the country to be 
turned loose in the parks of New 
York City and Philadelphia.

400 cases which he examined were 
caused by ergot, and we give be- 
low a summary of his conclusions: 
1. Four hundred cases of abor- 
tion have taken place within a 
small area, 

2. Two hundred of these were 
on stiff clay ground. 

3. On light lands in the neigh- 
borhood serious outbreaks are 
unknown. 

4. Imperfections in bulls, bad 
water, infection, sympathy, etc., 
have had little or no effect in con- 
tributing to the malady. 

5. Cows abort in each month of 
the year, and at any period of ges- 
tation after the feurth month. In 
the later months calves are fre- 
quently born living; at other times 
fresh; rarely putrid. 

6. An animal which has once 
aborted may or may net do so 
again. 

7. Premonitory symptoms may 
be practically absent, or may be 
present fully three weeks prior to 
abortion. 

8. Cows aborting do not give the 
quantity of milk which they would 
otherwise do, by one-third or one- 
half. 

9. They do not fatten for. some 
two or three months after such an 
occurrence, 

10. Isolation had no appreciable 
effect in preventing the extension 
of this disease. 

11. Ergot was found on every 
farm where abortion had recently 
taken place, when sought for at a 


present. 

12. Ergot could not be found 
when specially sought for on a 
farm where abortion was not 
present. 

13. Four or five only out of the 


partaking of hay or grass within a 
month of aborting. 

14. Removal from known ergot- 

ized fields to aftermath and to sheds 
(entirely) has on several occasions, 
cut short the disease. 
15. In all serious outbreaks which 
took place while the cattle were in- 
doors, some of the hay then con- 
sumed was made late. 

16. The only instance in the Win- 
ter of 1885 and 1886 where serious 
outbreaks occurred, both the farm- 
ers had mowed late the surplus 
grass of a pasture. 

17. Ergot has been found in late 
made hay. 

In addition to the foregoing, Mr- 
Johnson makes the following sug- 
gestions to prevent ergot being 
taken with the food: 

1, Change feed and pasturage. 

2. Do not let grass in ergoted 
pastures flower for at least two 
years after it is first discovered to 
be diseased.

trees, hedges and walls, and fence 
of infected areas.
